Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant contended that his invention was directed to inserting 
printable formatting commands that are physically placed on a physical document. The physical document is then 
scanned by a scanner that interprets the physical commands on the document. Thereafter, the physical document is 
transformed into an electronic version by the scanner in accordance with the interpreted formatting commands. 
Examiner noted that while applicant's contention was understood, claim 1 was of a broader scope than applicant's 
disclosure. Claim 1 as stated fails to go beyond what ordinary OCR software programs accomplish. "Formatting 
commands" in an "initial electronic document" is taught not only by the prior art cited, but also by any word document 
file. For example, any ordinary scanner would interpret the physical document's layout (line breaks, paragraphs, etc.) 
in producing an electronic document consisting with the layout of the initial electronic document. Examiner 
recommends that Applicant narrows the scope of the Independent claims to particularly point out that a printable 
formatting command is physically placed on the electronic document so as to be viewable to the human eye when 
subsequently printed to a physical document. 
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
